Claims 9, iti*. U, ^ 17, ^and 2^are allowed. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 

this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-6, 20-25 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Krawczyk (5,505,982) for reasons of record used in 
rejecting claims 1, 6, 7, 9, 12, 25 and 26. 

Applicant has amended the claims to delete sorbitan mono stearate from 
the claims. But Krawczyk, at columns 2 and 3 show a wide variety of 
surfactants for use in the process. At column 3, lines 54-62, a list of 
surfactants are shown. Thus given the reference to Krawczyk, one would 
have anticipated the use of mono glyceride sources with the specific 
physical properties of the claims. The effective amount of the surfactant is 
shown at column 4, lines 31-34. 

Claims-77^and-26 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
